‘THE DETAILS ARRANGED, 


And the State Fair Will Be Held in Augusta |. 


This Year, 
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Macon, Ga., March 31.—(Special.)—As - 


the courthouse clock was striking the noon 


hour today Sheriff Sam Westcott sprung 
the trigger of the scaffold and Louis “Lewis, 
colored, the wife-murderer, dropped through 
the trap like a rapidly shot arrow and was 
launched into eternity. The execution 
was absolutely perfect in every respect, 
There was not a bobble of any kind. There 
were no violent contortions or swaying of 
the body. Lewis fell about six feet and 
the drop dislocated his neck, there being 
no strangulation. The hanging was as 
smooth and easy as it is possible for one 
to be. The knot did not slip ott Of place. 
After falling through the trap Lewis’s body 
remained motionless beyond the slightest 
contraction of the muscles which did not 
last long. In exactly a half hour after 
Lewis shot through the trap the body was 
cut down and placed in a coffin that had 
been put alongside the scaffold by Under- 
taker Keating. The remains will be sent 
to Reynolds for burial where Lewis's rela- 
tives live. Sheriff Westcott and his depu- 


ties, Lee Herrington and Vie Menard and 


Jailer Nat Birdsong have been highly com- 
plimented for the perfect manner in which 
they conducted the preliminaries leading to 
the execution and performed the hanging. 
The execution was done in private at the 


jailyard on the same scaffold ou which WII. 


lie Bell, colored, was hanged a short time 
ago, Drs. Worsham, Ferguson and Bar- 
ron were present at the execution to pro- 
nounce when Lewis was dead. 

From the moment when Lewis walked 
rapidly up the scaffold step to the instant 
when he shot through the trap, over thirty 
minutes duration, he ramained perfectly 
ealm and composed, never at any time be- 
traying the slightest fear. There was no 
tremor in his voice when he sang. prayed 
and talked. He noticed with the minutest 
care every movement and detail around 
him. On the seaffold, as elsewhere, 
he declared that he never killed his wife 
with murderous intent. He gaid he shot 
her accidentally. He never did admit at 
any time that he purposely killed her. 
Yesterday afternoon hé was baptized by 
Father Rodenhouse, of the Catholic church, 
and was received into the Catholic church, 
but today while in the act of going to the 
scaffold he was told by Father Roden- 
house that he could not have the minis- 
ters of any other denomination than Cath- 
olic to conduct religious exercises on the 
scaffold. Lewis then said he didn’t eare 
to die in the Catholic faith, for he wished 
some of his colored preacher friends to go 
on the scaffold and pray and sing with 
him. He insisted on this, therefore Father 
Rodenhouse bade him goodby and said he 
could not c.ier on the scaffold and con- 
duct services with’ preachers other than 
Catholics. Several of the colored ministers 
of the city accompanied Lewis to the scaf- 
fold and sang and prayed, Lewis taking 
active part in the exercises. A few min- 
utes before 12 o’clock Sheriff Westcott 
told Lewis he had not much longer to live. 
Lewis renewed his talking to those around 
him after the black cap was put on and 
the hangman’s noose adjusted to his neck. 
Just as the clock commenced striking 12 
o'clock Lewis said: 

“Mr. Westcott, my time is up, ain't it?“ 

„Mes,“ replied Westcott. 

“Goodby, Mr. Westcott!” 

“Goodby, Louis.” | 

And as these_words were spoken Sheriff 
Westcott sprung the trigger and Lewis shot 
through the trap to death. 

Louis said he felt that hig sins had all 
been forgiven and that he was going 
straight to heaven. In his talk on 
the scaffold Lewis thanked his colored 
preachers for praying with him and 
he said: “I am especially grateful to the 
minister who has come all the way from 
South Carolina to check my baggage 
straight through to heaven.” 

Lewis shot and killed his wife in Septem- 
ber, 1890. He fled, was captured in Ala- 
bama and was brought back to Macon, He 
was tried and the jury made a mistrial. At 
the second ‘trial he Was cogvicted, but the 
supreme court granted a new trial on a tech- 
nicality. He was again tried and convicted. 
He paid the penalty today. 

Smith’s Very Queer Story. 

Nathan Smith, colored, who is in jail at 
Knoxville, Crawford county, awaiting to 
be hanged April 28th for the murder of 
Dow Walker, made a ‘confession last night. 
His statement is interesting and would 
cover many pages. He says that a cer- 
tain wealthy and prominent white farmer, 
of a neighboring county to Crawford, hired 
him for $30 and two other negroes, Ed 
Newton and Oliver Howe, at $10 each, 
to kill Walker because Walker had left 
the employment of the former. Smith 
saxs he, Newton and Howe went at night 
to Walker’s house. Newton and Howe 
lay concealed some distance from Walker's 
house. Smith started to the house to 
call him out, when bie met George Jeames 
and asked Jeames to tell Walker to come 
out, and while Jeames went to the house 
Smith ran back and told Newton and 
Howe to come to the house. As Walker 
came out of the house Newton and Howe 
fired at Walker and at the first fire’ Smiih 
ran away in fright and did not participate 
in the actual shooting. i 

The evidence at the trial was that Walk- 
er was killed inside the house and Smith 
was present. Another negro, Ranse Bell, 
was killed at the same time as Walker and 
Jeames was shot in the arm. Smith 
says the killing was done with rifles fur- 
nished by the Upson county farmer. 

After the killing the negroes went by 
the farmer’s and left the rifles, Smith 
says he was owing the farmer $30 and his 
account was balanced by the killing. Smith 
says one of his confederates is now in.Ala- 
bama and the other in Jasper county,

close up the various gambling places about 
town and seven establishments were shut 
up. 0 N made no protest, for 
they knew it would be useless. 

Macon has been comparatively free from

The unchangeable decision of science 
is that the only medicine of nature 
ig that which wiil destroy the “germ in 
disease.” Te say that human pain is 
but a blind worm’s sting, to say that all 
types of sickness are caused by microbes, 
is no longer a sensational theoretic asser- 
tion, based on wild i ation and moon- 
béam logic.

April Weather. 

Professor DeVoe, the Néw Jersey 
weather prophet, has Whitten a letter fn 
which, after referring to the fulfillment 
of some of his past predictions, he gives 
a forecast of the weather to be expected 
in April. 

The professor warns the dwellers in 
the Mississippi valley to look out for a 
very damaging flood during the last ten 
days of the month. April will be unusu- 
ally cold and stormy, especially in the 
Gulf states. The month will enter with 
a cyclone over the Gulf of Mexico, and a 
norther over Texas, followed by snow 
and frost. and it will be too wet to plow. 
On the Sth and 9th heavy thunder storms 
may de expected. About the 14th it will 
be unusually hot. and the greatest storm 
period of the year will follow.

Georgia Office Seekers Giving Him More 
| Trouble Than the Red Skins. 
From The Durham Dailey Globe.

“HOKE SMITH.” 

Jim and Hoke hunted coons together when 
both lived in Chapel Hill. 

The lack of details—the almost entire 
absence of definite particulars—merely 
adds to the interest of the important in- 
formation which Secretary Smith gives to 
Mr. Jim Davis, of the Bull Durham re- 
gion. Large room is left for conjecture, 
and an imagination that is truly gifted 
finds a field which it can prance around 
in without any danger of hitting its shins 
against the furniture. : 

The fierce red men have been compelled 
to take a back seat. Their raids, their 


War cries, and even the very problem of 


controlling them, have been rendered in- 
significant by this latest onslaught of the 
office seekers. We can imagine this 
fierce horde, arrayed in war paint and 
feathers going through the maneuvers of 
the green corn dance in the sacred pre- 
cincts of the department of the interior.

Mr. Jim Davis, of the Bull 
Durham region, no doubt thought that 
Secretary Smith would be harassed by 
the old problem, and offered his services 
to aid in conquering the tribes. But 
he was mistaken. ‘The red men have 
simmered down and the problem they 
presented has become insignificant com- 
pared witlf the problem of the office seek- 
ers that have carried consternation into 
the interior department. 

There are those who will imagine they 
discover in Secretary Smith’s letter to 
Mr. Davis a sort of suggestion that the 


secretary suspected that his coon hunt-. 


ing acquaintance was after an office in- 
stead of an Indian. At least that is the 
construction that may be put an the let- 
ter by the critics of Mr. Davis and the 
friends of Secretary Smith. Then, again, 
some of the enemies of the secretary 
and friends of Mr. Davis. will wonder 
why applicants for office should give Sec- 
retary Smith so much trouble, since no- 
body expects him to give out all the 
offices. 

There is one construction of the cor- 
respondence that we think will explain 
‘the misunderstanding so apparent be- 
tween Secretary Smith and Mr. Davis. 
The secretary deems it to be his duty to 
try to get Georgia’s quoto of 2,487 offices 
filled, and he is worried about it.

But these things can- 
not be had under a free trade policy.

Fortunately, the demo- 
cratic platform doesn’t leave anybody in 
doubt as to what it means in regard to 
the Sherman law. It denounces the act 
as “a cowardly makeshift,” holds it up 
to the people as such, and then pro- 
ceeds to declare in unmistakable terms 
what the democrats will do.

tHE ANNUAL ‘PENITENTIARY 


School Matters and How the Census Pro- 
5 gresses— The Normal School 
Trustees to Meet. 


. ee 
. 


The annual report ‘of Colonel Jones, prin- 
cipal keeper of the penitentiary, has been 
sent to the comptroller general. 

The report shows that the average camp 
is in good condition and that the death 
rate is small. It shows that the state is 
paid only $12.85 for the hire of each con- 
vict this year. 

The total amount of income to the state 
from the penitentiary is $25,000. If 
there should be but one convict in the 
camps the amount of the hire would be 
the same, it being according to the terms 
of the contract. 

If, on the other hand, there should be 
many thousands of convicts in the hands 
of the penitentiary lessees the amount 
would be no larger than $25,000. Thus it 
is seen that it depends entirely upon the 
number of convicts in the camps how much 
the state gets for each one’s hire. 

The principal argument of the opponents 
of the lease system is that the hire of a 
convict according to the terms of the lease 
should average so low as $12 or $15 per 
year. It is, indeéd, very cheap labor 
when taken in contrast with some of the 
salaries paid in mining camps of from 81 
to $4 per day to free labor. 

Honor Among Thieves. 

There is an interesting demonstration of 
the fact that there is honor among thieves 
at the Fulton county jail now. 

Frank Joseph, the well-known negro 
preacher, who is employed by the state to 
preach the gospel to the convicts and pris- 
vners in a sort of missionary way, whiie 
talking with the men in jail found a negro 
man there for stealing a ham. 

“The good part of it,” said Joseph, “is 
the nigger very honestly owns to having 
taken the ham. He says outright that 


he stole it and that he knows he did 


wrong. He says that he will pay for the 
bam and pay all the costs in the case, if 
his prosecutor will ‘arrange to get him 
out of jail. He says that he was very 
hungry and that the ham looked mighty 
tempting up there in the store, and he 
yielded to his hunger and took it. 

“Now, do you know,” continued the 
chaingang missionary, “that I have been 
visiting these convict camps for twenty- 
three years and have never found a con- 
vict or a prisoner who said he was guilty 
before? This nigger who stole the ham is 
the first I have ever found willing to ac- 
knowledge his guilt. The ‘rest of them 
all say to the very last that they were 
put in the penitentiary and in jail for no 
just cause.’ 

Hon. W. . Atkinson Here. 


Among the prominent Georgians who Vis- 
ited the state capitol yesterday was Hon. 
W. Y. Atkinson, of Coweta, the well- 
known speaker of the house of represeuta- 
tives.

Colonel Atkinson, who is president of 
the Girls’ Normal and Industrial college 
at Milledgeville and the author of the bill 
that gave birth to the institution, was 
speaking of the school with pardonable 
prida yesterday.

Here is a complete story of the cause of 
the suspension of 


the prosecution in the 
Gate City bank case. It comes from an of- 
ficial source. 

In the first place Captain Jackson was ap- 
pointed special counsel for the government 
in the prosecution at the request of Dis- 
trict Attorney Darnell and Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Angier. Both wrote to Mr. 
Olney requesting assistant counsel in the 
prosecution and investigation and urged the 
appointment of Captain Jackson. Mr. Olney 
made inquiries about Captain Jackson’s 
ability and wired his consent to the appoint- 
ment. 

Secondly- Attorney General Olney wired 
District Attorney Darnell to suspend the 
the prosecution and investigation of the 
bank officials upon the report of the bank 
examnier, who wrote that the affairs of the 
bank were in such a condition that it could 
be reorganized and begin busines - anew, 
but that a vigorous prosecution and investi- 
gation just at this time might prevent réor- 
ganization. He therefore recommended a 
suspension of the prosecution and investiga- 
tion of the affairs of the bunk. Upon this 
recommendation Mr. Olmey wired the dis- 
trict attorney to suspend. 

Mr. Olney’s idea was to have it suspend- 
ed until he could confer with the secretary 
of the treasury and could carefully exam- 
ine all the reports made by the bank ex- 
aminers to the comptroller of the currency. 

Yesterday and again today Mr. Olney 
and Mr. Carlisle have been in conference 
upon the matter. They examined carefully 
all the reports, heard a statement from 
Captain Jackson yesterday, and from Pres- 
ident Lod Hill, of the bank today. As yet 


they have reached no conclusion other than 


that the government, occupying a dual po- 
sition in the matter, has the right to sus- 
pend the prosecution in order to aid the 
bank in reorganizing when it appears to be 
in condition to be reorganized. They be- 
lieve the investigation of the affairs of the 
bank can be made Jater to as good effect as 
now. The guilty parties, if there be any 
besides Redwine, can be discovered later 
as well as at present and can be prosecuted 
as vigorously. 

It has been represented to them that 
while some methods of the bank in accept- 
ing notes were loose and while the United 
States laws may have been violated in the 
conduct of the business of the 
bank, many of these notes have 
been paid since the employment of Captain 
Jackson as counsel and the consequent 
knowledge of a vigorous prosecution. Those 
interested in the bank have represented that 
suspension of the prosecution right now wil 
enable the bank to reorganize on a good ba- 
sis, while nothing will be gained by vigo- 
rous prosecution at this time. It is certain 
that the investigation will not be resumed 
by the present district attorney and assis¢ 
tant district attorney. It will be delayed 
until Mr. James and Mr. Rucker go in and 
perhaps some time after they assume the 


duties of their office. 


As to Captain Jackson's connection with 
the case he was employed temporarily. H» 
may be retained and he may not. Attorney 
General Olney has stated that he did not 
know of Captain Jackson's position in re- 
gard to the matter when the appointment 
was made. He was, however, very much 
impressed with Captain Jackson’s ability 
and his determination to prosecute vigo- 
rously. It had, however, been represented 
to him that Captain Jackson would be too 
vigorous in the prosecution. 

Mr. Olney will not remove Captain Jack- 
son- He will continue in the case for the 
present at least, but as nothing more will 
be done right noW there will be no duties for 
him to perform for the present. His con- 
tinuation in the case if the investigation 1s 
resumed later will depend upon the recom- 
mendation of Mr. James, the new district

My 
purpose was to ascertain if his relations 
were such that he could and would testify 
before the grand jury. He came and we 
had a full discussion of the case. He said 
that he did represent the bank, but no in- 
dividual official of the institution. It is 
needless to detail the course of the conver- 
sation. It convinced me that he had a 
great deal of valuable information and that 
he would not claim that his information 
was in the nature of a privileged communi- 
cation. Finally, I said to him that I would 
like to have him. in the case professionally. 
I can assure you that I do not believe the 
idea had crossed his mind before. I asked 
him if he would accept if the position wus 
tendered him. He thought over it and re- 
plied that he would have to deliberate about 
it. He stated that he saw nothing to pre. 
vent his acceptance from a professional 
standpoint. He said that he would not in- 
vite the appointment and did not ask it. He 
had not thought of it and would want time 
to consider it, and he left say- 
ing that he would give me an answer 
the next-day. I am sure he did consult 
friends and the day following he informed 
me that he would accept if appointed special 
counsel. That was on Friday. That very 
night I sent a telegram to Mr. Olney ask- 
ing that he appoint Captain Jackson special 
counsel. I gave my reasons for the request. 
Saturday morning I told Judge Newman of 
my request and so far as I know he and 
Captain Jackson were the only persons 
here who knew that the appointment had 
been asked. Later in the day a telegram 
came from the attorney general saying that 
he had made the appointment and that 
Captain Jackson’s commission had been 
mailed to him in my care. On Monday the 
commission came and the next morning he 
came to the office here and was sworn in. 
Not to Be Dropped. 

“That is the story of the appointment 
pure and simple. Captain Jackson stated 
that he would devote his time, energy and 
ability to prosecuting the matter and that 
he would get to the bottom of he case if 
it were possible. I know that he did go to 
work vigorously and obtained valuable in- 
formation. It is no secret now that in- 
dictments had been drawn and were ready 
to be presented to the grand jury «when 
the instructions came to stop. In three 
days more we would have unearthed the 
whole affair. By this hour we would have 
had the cases in good shape. Captain Jack- 
son is a man of too high character to go into 
a case to suppress testimony, and his as- 
sociates at the bar feel that he has been 

rievously wronged by the reflections which 
eet evidently been made on him to the 
department at Washington. Of course the 
investigation will be resumed and prosecuted 
zealously to the end. I go out of office in a 
few days, but my successor, Colonel James, 
and Captain Jackson, too, if he continues 
in the case as I presume he will, wil) see 
— justice is done so far as in their power 
des. 

The halt in the investigation may result 
in the guns of the prosecution being spiked 
temporarily. And if there are others im- 
plicated, as seems to be generally believed. 
they will have an opportunity to get wind of 
the pending indictments and get away. This 
is the unfortunate part of the attorney gen- 
eral’s instructions. 

A court official remarked yesterday that 
injustice may be done innocent persons by 
guessing about the people who may be con- 
nected with Lewis Redwine. No one has 
any ground to associate any indiridual with 
the proceedings before the grand jury until 
that body makes its presentments. 

A Technical Point. 


A point has been raised about the Gate 
City bank loaning more than 10 percent 
of its capital to one person. Mr. Stone, the 
examiner, says that no single individual ap- 
pears as a borrower from the bank of more 
than 10 per cent. He did find that more 
than 10 per cent of the bank’s capital did 
go to one person, but through different 
channels. In the Gate City bank that was 
hot considered a technical violation of the 
law even. “I did construe it as a violation, 
but it is not a criminal violation of the law, 
The same thing is done all the time by banks, 
Vor instance, the Chemical bank of New 
York, has a capital of $300,000 and its de- 
— amount to probably $20,000,000. The 

ank does not hesitate to loan a million 
dollars to one individual if he is good for 
it. The bank could not do business if it 
had to comply with the strict letter of the 
law. The penalty for violating that sec- 
tion is that the comptroller of the currency 
may forfeit the charter of a bank that does 
loan more than 10 per cent to an indi- 
vidual if in his discretion it is advisable. 
He can require the borrower to repay all 
in excess of 10 per cent of the capital stock 
if he chooses to do so. That is done some- 
times. Indeed, it was done in one inetance 
here and the excess was repaid, but to un- 
dertake to hold all banks down to the strict 
letter of the law they could not conduct 
their business. The Chemical bank of New 
York could not loan its deposits and keep 
3 wae 2 if it did not let 
an individual or a s corporation have 
more than $30,000.” * 4g

The story of Whidby’s false step just at the 
critical hour is a remarkable one. Whidby 
has been on die force for eleven years, and 
in that time bas made a record for faith- 
fulness aug _etticiency in the discharge of 
duty that is exceptionally fine. 

He is a man of sober and temperate hab- 
its and always used good judgment in mak- 
ing arrests. Whidby stands among the 
first rank of the police force and in all the 
years of his service he has never been rep- 
rimanded or arraigned before the board. 
Few patrolmen have made such a record as 
that that stands to W hidby’ s credit on the 
police hooks. Whidby was never known 
to drink and the other day when brought 
before the beard for inspection was passed 
without being subjected to the usual exam- 
ination. His record was so well known 
and so good that Chairman English deemed 
unnecessary any questioning, 

Day before yesterday afternoon, when 
the board met to arrange the roster for the 
next two years, Whidby’s name was added 
to the list without a moment’s discussion. 
His election was merely’ a matter of form 
that. would have been gone through with 
a afternoon but for his inexplicable 

rea 

Yesterday_morning Whidby rode out to 
his post in the fourth ward with Mounted 
Otticer Hamilton as usual. At 9 o' clock 
he left Hamilton to prosecute a negro 

| whom he had arrested for shooting at an- 

other. He attended the case at Judge 
Landrum’s court and went from there to 
the city court, where he looked after a case. 

At half past 1 o’clock Chief Connolly 
left his office to.go to dinner, and on the 
granite stairway he met Whidby. The 
mounted officer acted queerly and the 
chief’s at.ention was attracted to him. 

Will there be any changes in the mount- 
ed force?“ Whidby asked. 

The chief said he did not know. Whid- 
by called out after the chief that if he were 
left off he would see him in the sweet by 
and by. The chief saw that Whidby was 
ane ing, he says, and left him. 

Captain Manley met the officer and called 
him into his flice. He asked Whidby what 
the matter was and Whidby said that he 
had been taking some liver regulator. The 
captain directedSergeant Mike White, who 
has charge of the mounted men, to look af- 
ter Widby and that officer went to the 
queer officer, ; 

When told that he was drunk Whidby 
said he would go to the chief’s house and 
see about it. Before any one could stop 
him he mounted his horse and went to the 
chief’s hOme on Hunter street and wanted 
that officer to testify that he was not drink- 
ing. The chief sent him back to headquar- 
ters. When Whidby got back Sergeant 
White took from him his pistol and badge 
and suspended him from duty. Whidby 
was then sent home. 

An hour after Whidby was sent off duty 
the board of commissioners met. The chief 
called their attention to the case of Whid- 
by. It was taken up and Chief Connolly, 
Captain Manley and Sergeant Ozburn testi- 
fied before the board that Whidby had been 
drinking heavily. The officers united in 
giving him the very highest recommenda- 
tions.

THE FEAST. OF PASSOVER. 


The Jewish Feast of Liberty, and What It 
Means, Explained. 


Passover, the Jewish feast of liberty, 
began last night with a holy convocation. 

The opening of Passover is really on the 
evening of the day before the nominal be- 
ginning. Yesterday was the 15th day of 
the month of Nissan of the year 5653, ac- 

cording to the Jewish count. 

Passover lasts for seven days, the first and 
the seventh days being a time of holy con- 
vocation. Passover is a feast of liberty 
and is intended to commemorate the throw- 
ing off of the a of Egypt by the 
children of Israel 8 Passover un- 
leavened bread is eaten by the Jews in order 
that they may be reminded of the hasty 
manner in which the children of Israel left 
Egypt, for the left so hurriedly that the 
dough did not have time to rise. 

Last night at 6:30 o'clock Rabbi Reich 
held services. This morning there will be a 
service at 9:30 o' clock. At this service 
songs will be chanted and sung by the 
choir and the two scrolls of the law will 
be taken from the shrine. From one scroll 
will be read a portion from the Exodus and 
from the other will be read the ordinance 
of the Passover sacrifice. A — prayer 
and blessing will be offered up for the conn- 
try in which the Jews may live. Rabbi 
Reich will preach on “Living Israel.” 

The Jews base their Passover feat upon 
me following extract from Leviticus xxiil, 


; “And on the fifteenth day of the same 
month is the feast of the unleavened bread 
unto the Lord. Seven days must you eat 
unleavened bread. On the first day there 
shall be a holy convocation unto you; no 
servile work shall ye do thereon. And on 
the seventh day is a wr convocation; no 
| servile work shall ye do thereon.’
